S E V E N L I V E S LOST. 


One Hundred and Forty-Eight Blocks 


Swept by the Flames—Ten Thousand 


People Homeless. 


REV. WILLIAM MILLER DEATRICK, D. D. 


January 22, 1833, in Tyrone township, 
Adams county, Pa., ten or eleven miles 
north of Gettysburg. 
His parents, 


Nicholas and Margaret Deatrick, were 
people of great piety, bslonging to ths 
farmer class. He was early dedicated 
to the Lord in holy baptism under the 
ministry of Rev. Lsbrecht L. Hinch 
His childhood and boyhood days were 
passed on his parents' farm, where 
were laid the foundations of that stur- 
dy physique and that rugged, manly 
character, for both of which he was 
noted. 
When still quite young, he 


felt an earnest impulse to the holy 
ministry. This impulse grew with his 
growth, but on account of lack of 
means it was not possible for his desire 
to be put into execution until shortly 
after h's confirmation by Rev. Samuel 
Gntelius, in April, 1342. Through the 
advice and help of this pastor the way 
wai finally opened for his going to the 
Reformed institutions at Mercersburg 
Meanwhile he completed his trade as 
miller. Though his opportunities were 
limited, he was quite fond of reading, 
and devoured with avidity such books 
as he was able to procure. They were 
such books as "Bunyan's Pilgrim's 
Progress," "Wondering Soul," "Heav- 
enly Incense," etc. In later life, he 
says, "these books made a deep and 
lasting impression and were instru- 
mental in shaping my life and minis- 
try." 


In the autumn of 1342 he went to 


Mereersburg and entered the prepara- 
tory department. 
Six years later he 


graduated from Marshall college, and 
three years after that from the Theo- 
logical seminary. He studied hard, and 
stood so well in his class,that notwith- 
standing the fact that during his senior 
year in college he was seriously ill 
from pneumonia and its effects for 
mouths, he was nevertheless graduat- 
ed regularly with his class. In order 
to secure funds to prosecute his stud- 
ies, he rang the college bell and did 
other things. 
In 1849 he taught at 


Elmwood institute at Norristown. Af- 
terward he taught at Mifflin and Mil- 
ton. 


Shortly after leaving the seminary 


he received a call from the Mechanics- 
burg charge, but was constrained to 
decline it, inasmuch as the salary was 
only S140 per annum, and it was neces- 
sary to keep a horse. In 1851-58 he 
taught an academy at Manchester, Md. 
Whilst thus engaged he received an 
invitation to visit the Huntingdon 
charge, composed of the Huntingdon 
and McCannellstown congregations. A 
call was extended and accepted. He 
entered upon the pastorate about the 
first of November. His ordination too': 
place on Christmas Day, 1352. Kev. 
Dr. F. A. Rupley was chairman of the 
committee on installation. This pas- 
torate continued two and a half years. 
Then throat trouble necessitated a res- 
ignation and cessation of pastoral work 
for nearly a year. 


In the spring of 1850 a call was ac 


cepted from the Yellow Creek charge 
in Bedford county. 
This pastorati 


continued for six and a half years and 
was terminated, against the protest o 
of many of his members, in order to 
accept a call from the Friend's Cov 
charge. In this field, comprising at tha 
time the present Friend's Cove, Clea 
Ridge charges, and Everett eongrega 
tion of the Everett charge, he con 
tinned to labor until April 1, 1875, 
when he resigned to act as financial 
agent of Mercersburg college. In the 
same month he removed to Mercers- 
burg, where he resided until August, 
1397, when he cams to Bedford, where 
he has since resided with his daughter 
Anna, wife of Prof. C. V. Smith. 


About 1878 he resigned the position 


of financial agent. Shortly afterward 
he received a call from the Sulphur 
Springs charge, in Cumberland county, 
but on account of tbe laboriousness of 
the field was constrained to decline it 


Though the last twenty years of his 


life were passed in retirement, they 
were not years of inactivity. At times 
he served the Mereersburg, McCon- 
nellsburg and St. Thomas charges as 
suoply. In the interval much of his'1 


time was spent in general church work. 
For forty-four years he was stated clerk 
of Mercersburg classis and its treasurer 
for thirty years. The years of service 
ai stated clerk record probably the 
largett period of acrvice In the history

Much of the material for it 
iad been prepared by Eev. D. Y. Hies- 
,er, D. D., who succeeded Dr. Henry 
Harbangh, He, however, died before 
the work was completed and published 
At the request of friends, and as presi- 
dent of the Society for the Relief of 
Ministers and their Widows, Dr. Dea- 
triek then undertook to finish the task. 
A number of biographies were written 
by him and the book was edited and 
published under his direction. 


Dr. Diatrick's greatest work was as n 


father,a friend,a man and a pastor,an 1 
this record is noton paper, or in books, 
but written in the hearts and lives of 
those who knew him bsst and cams 
into association with him most inti 
mately. 
As a parent he was kind, 


though not indulgent. 
His children 


appreciate the care and training they 
received. 
They realize that whatever 


strength of character and manliness 
they possess is due in large measure 
to their father. Though Dr. Deatrick 
was not what would be termed a brill- 
iant man, his sincerity of purpose, hif 
unswerving fidelity to Christ and the 
church, and the beauty of his charac- 
ter left an indelible impress for good 
upon the members of the 
several 


charges he served and upon hosts of 
other persons throughout the church 
and the world.

A most destructive fire almost wiped 


Jacksonville, Fla , from the face of the 
earth Thursday afternoon and night of 
last week. 
One hundred and forty- 


eight blocks were swept by the flames 
and seven lives were lost. The path 
of the 
conflagration was 
thirteen 


blocks wide and nearly two miles long. 
Practically all of old Jacksonville was 
destroyed, nothing having been left 
but a few suburbs and Riverside, the 
most fashionable part of the city. A 
conservative estimate places the num- 
ber of homeless people in the city at 
10,000 


Mayor Bowden made the following 


statement to au American Press asso- 
ciation representative Saturday morn- 
ing: 


"Siy to the world, please, that the 


loss to Jacksonville is greater than 
trer before inflicted by fire upon a 
city of the south, but her best wealth 
survives in her people. I estimate our 
loss in property at fifteen million dol- 
lars. 


There is not a hint of lawlessness; 


our people of every race and condition 
have shown the most helpful spirit to 
each other, and I cannot find words of 
commendation strong enough to ex- 
press rny admiration of the work done. 


"The progress of the fire was so rapid 


and the heat so fierce that it was only 
the helpfulness and obedience shown 
that prevented a terrible loss of life. 
I have no doubt that the relief meeting 
called by the municipal authorities and 
board of trade will be largely attended 
and steps will be taken to deal with 
the situation in the mast effective 
way."

Re- 
cent issues of the Inquirer contained 
the views of District Attorney Alvin 
L. Little, Mayor Walter F. Eafield, 
Register and Recorder Edgar E. Home 
and Justice of the Peace Josiah R. 
Ritehey, of Bedford, which we here 
with publish : 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY LITTLE'S VIEWS. 
The tramp question in this part of 


the state is one with which we have 
had little experience, and perhaps less 
trouble. However, we are heartily in 
sympathy with the movement of your 
paper to devise some means to rid us 
of this nuisance entirely. 
We believe 


that in the present condition of our 
country that the man who aimlessly 
roams about without any 
visible 


means of support does so entirely from 
choice and not from necessity,going on 
the principle that the world owes him 
a living and tbat he will get it no 
matter what the means may be. It 
is entirely wrong that any man 
should gain his livelihood by simply 
going about preying upon those who 
will and do work. A man of this kind 
is a menace and a burden to both the 
rich and the poor. The man, who will 
not work,should be made to work, and 
we believe that should some means be 
adopted by the municipal authorities 
or some law passed by our legislature 
whereby these gentlemen of the road 
wherever and whenever found would 
be put to work and kept at work for a 
considerable period of time, that it 
would go far towards ridding every 
community of this nuisance. 
Under 


our present laws in many of the coun- 
ties they are simply upon conviction 
confined in our jails, where they are 
well fed and well cared for and kept 
ia idleness. 
And this is a pleasure 


rather than a punishment to them. 
If while incarcerated they were com- 
pelled to perform hard physical labor 
we think that it would not be long 
before they would be seeking honor-

Doty of Coroners. 


Duricg the past few days the chief 


topic of conversation in Bedford has 
been the duty of coroners. We have 
been asked so often about the law 
governing the man who may some day 
wear a sheriff's shoes that we here- 
with publish the following section of 
the law which applies to the coroners 
of this commonwealth: 


'It shall be the duty of the coroner 


of the city and county of Philadelphia 
to hold an inquest on the body of any 
deceased person who shall have died of 
violent death, or whose death shall be 
sudden: provided that such sudden 
death be after an illness of less than 
twenty-four hours, and that no regular 
practising physician shall have- been 
in attendance, within said time,or that 
suspicious circumstances shall render 
the same necessary; which said sus- 
picion shall first be sworn to by one or 
more citizens of the city." 


Jonathan Simons. 


Friday morning the golden sun rose 


above the eastern hill and poured its 
ray of light upon the beautiful rales 
and mountains. But for one, as some 
one has said, that beautiful morn open- 
ed, never more to close in night. Be- 
fore the day ended the spirit of a noble 
man, Jonathan. Simons, took its flight 
to the better world. Mr. Simons was 
born in Cumberland Valley May 4, 
1816, and followed the occupation of a 
farmer until November, 18b2, when he 
took charge of the State Line boarding 
house and entered the service of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad company as car 
inspector and was made foreman of car 
inspectors some time afterward, which 
position he held until his death. Mr. 
Simons was a son of David Simons, 
who was badly injured some ten or 
twelve years ago by being struck by 
a train while passing through the old 
wooden bridge at State Liae and who 
is now seventy-nine years old and has, 
since ihe death of his wife, been mak- 
ing his home with his son. The sub- 
j=ct of this sketch is survived by his 
wife, who is the daughter of Samuel 
Close, of near Hyndman; a daughter, 
Clara, wife of Engineer H. A. Johnson, 
and a sister and a brother, George and 
Sadie, who are in the west. His sister 
was the wife of Perry Cook, who was 
killed in a rear-end collision of two 
freight trains at Napier some years 
ago 
The remains were taken to Cum- 


berland Sunday afternoon on a special 
train, furnished through the kindness 
of Superintendent S. C. Long, and laid 
to rest in Rose Hill cemetery until the 
resurrection day,when all good and up- 
right men, as the one just departed, 
will receive their reward. Mr. Simons 
T^as a member of the M. E. church and 
the funeral services were conducted by

number of friends and relatives that 
followed his remains to the grave is 
evidence of his noble character.

NEW YORK, May 7.-—Is the adminis- 


tration responsible for the outbreak 
of jingoism against Germany, just now 
figuring in some of the big newspa- 
pers? That question has been, asked 
very frequently in Washington of late 
and not a few answers have been in 
the affirmative, although what purpose 
of the administration would be served 
by a war scare or an actual war with 
Germany or any other nation is not 
apparent, unless it be a scheme to 
work up public opinion in favor of 
congressional legislation for au enor- 
mous increase in rur navy. It is cer- 
tain, however, that men very close to 
the administration 
arc doing their 


best to increase the talk about Ger- 
many's intention, to grab one or more 
of the little republics on this conti- 
nent, regardless of the Monroe Doc- 
trine. This is playing with dynamite 
It is not probable that Germany wants 
a war with us and it is absolutely cer- 
tain that we don't want a war with 
Germany, but it is easily possible for 
fool talk here and in Germany to get 
the two peoples so wrought up that 
some little incident, which under ordi- 
nary circumstances would amount 
to nothing, might bring on one of the 
most costly wars ever fought. 


The radical position taken by Rep- 


resentative Bibcock, of Wisconsin, as 
to the necessity for a revision of the 
Dingley tariff, so as to put trust-con- 
trolled products on the free list, has, 
in the opinion of the hide-bound pro- 
tectionist Republicans, made it impos- 
sible for Mr. Babcoek to be chairman 
of the Republican congressional cam- 
paign committee in the nexteampaign. 


Mr. Babeock's friends say that he 


decided not to'continue as chairman of 
that committee before he publicly an- 
nounced his attitude on the tariff. 
Democrats who have been quietly 
keeping tab on the talk about Mr 
Babcock's proposed tariff reform are 
decidedly pleased with the outlook. 
They believe that the question will 
bring about a war in the Republican 
party, compared with which the old 
Stalwart and anti-Stalwart war will 
seem child's play, and tbat the result 
is bound to be beneficial to the Demo- 
cratic party, not only because it will 
hold the balance of power in congress, 
but because there is a strong probabil- 
ity that it will also cause it to elect 
the next president. If Mr. Babcoek can 
get the Republican votes he claims, a 
tariff reform bill along the lines he 
advocates can be put through congress 
with the assistance of Democratic 
votca, and Mr. McKlnlc/ can -veto it. i/ 
he dare. 


Another row is on over the purchase 


of foreign-made arms by the war de- 
partment.

the purchase of one thousand German 
magazine pistols, with the understand- 
ing that if, after a practical test by the 
army, they proved satisfactory, twenty 
thousand more would be bought. This 
brought a vigorous protest from a well- 
known American firearm company,

The Monroe

trine, which was 
established 
under 


one of the earliest 
Democratic admin- 


istrations and defended to the point 
of war by the last Democratic admin- 
istration, has been practically aban- 
doned by the imperialistic party of 
ilcKinley; but it is gratifying to know 
that the Democrats of the republic 
are sti'l true to the principles embod- 
ied in tb'S document which has been 
tried and found to be a safe pilot 
through the sea of doubt and danger. 
In a speech recently 
delivered in 


Brooklyn ex-Senator David Bennett 
Hill, with characteristic 
force, elo- 


quence and directness, impressed his 
hearers with the truth of the state- 
ment made at the beginning of this 
article. Mr. Hill saiil, in pan: 


•'I had hoped that the time had pass- 


ed when strong nations could with im- 
punity and upon flimsy excuses be per- 
mitted to conquer and absorb weak 
ones with ou t at least some protest from 
fair-minded governments. The supine 
ness of this great republic in the pres- 
ent emergency while witnessing tn<- 
destruction of two straggling repub- 
lics in South Africa and the substitu- 
tion of a monarchial government in 
their place is almost incomprehensible. 


"If it be urged in defense of our na- 


tional lethargy that the Monroe Doc- 
trine presents no objection to the de- 
struction of republics elsewhere thao 
upon this continent, it may well be 
answered that neither did that doctrine 
contemplate an attempt upon our part 
to extend our jurisdiction into the Pa- 
cific seas; but, whether wisely or un- 
wisely, having departed from our tra- 
ditional policy in that respect and 
obtained possessions for ourselves 
in eastern waters, it 
is 
difficult 


to discover why the application ol 
the principle involved in the Monroe 
Doctrine should be limited to this con- 
tinent and why it may not now, under 
changed conditions, be appropriately 
invoked for the prevention of the de- 
struction of republics, wherever they 
are situated. 
•'In other words, if a 'holy alliance,' 


or, rather, an unholy alliance, still ex- 
ists among certain monarchial govern- 
ments to c.iuse the destruction or to 
prevent the spread of republican insti- 
tutions throughout the globe, why 
should the obligation of the great- 
est of republics to antagonize that 
alliance be restricted in its action to 
its own continent? The danger being 
universal, it may well he urged that 
the field of duty should he world-wide. 
Has not the expansion of the nation 
necessarily expanded the sphere of the 
Monroe Doctrine ? 


"The country cannot have forgotten 


so quickly the attitude which was as- 
sumed by this government only a few 
vears since, when serious differences 
arose Detween urtiau siiuoiu anu Vene- 
zuela over a disputed boundary line 
The essential principle established in 
that international 
controversy was 


briefly this—that a strong and power- 
ful monarchy must submit its alleged 
differences with a weak republic to 
arbitration or else the United States 
will not permit the monarchy, on the 
pretense of such differences, to crush 
the republic. 
"It does not matter much whether 


this great principle is founded upon 
moral grounds, or upon the inherent 
right of self-protection—whether we 
act from a high sense of public duty or 
from motives of precaution and an 
enlightened self-interest, because it is 
defensible in either view. The wanton 
destruction of republics and the conse- 
quent extension of empires may well 
he regarded as a menace to free gov- 
ernment every where which should be 
resisted. 


'•I do not violate any confidence 


when 1 state that at an interview which 
I had at Washington on December S 
last, with ex-President Harrison—one 
of our greatest lawyers and statesmen 
—in discussing some constitutional 
questions not now necessary to be men- 
tioned, and a reference having beeo 
made to the South African struggle, he 
suddenly turned to me and with much 
feelingand impressivenesssaid: 'Gov- 
ernor Hill, I am an American, and my 
sympathies are with the cause of the 
Boers. I cannot help it.' 
"It was an impromptu expression of 


patriotic sentiment, creditable alike to 
his head and heart, which I shall al- 
wavs remember."

troubled with a mania for the suppres- 
sion of gambling, which is a very great 
evil. I admit it ruins happy homes, 
it blasts the lives of business men, it 
helps to make the gentlest children 
hwlots or thieves, and leaves nothing 
hut ruin and misery in its track. Still, 
with all these accursed evils behind it, 
there are other sins in our daily life 
before which gambling pales—sins that 
grow in breadth and perfume under 
the blazing light of a noonday sun. 
Those who are recognized as the work- 
ers—the old war horses—will always 
be found in the van of the battle and 
when the fight is over they go for the 
spoils, and if they don't get them they 
will know the reason why. 


Last week the pushcart men came to 


the fore claiming recognition. They 
claimed the government of from eight 
to twelve thousand solid votes, a fear- 
ful number, you must admit, when the 
parties are so evenly divided, and the 
sacrificial stake is so tremendous. The 
week just passed will long be remem- 
bered by the marshaling of this tre- 
mendous force. A vote is a vote, even 
if it is cast by Isil Itiligo, once a bri. 
gand of the Appennines, who fled from 
his beloved Italy, where his labor from 
the rising of the sun until the going 
down of the same was abundantly re- 
warded by seventeen cents a day and a 
slice of black bread, a half a bottle of 
sour wine and a bed on the ground. 


From this noble estate, with the sol- 


diers at his heels and death almost cer

BUFFALO, N. Y , May 7.—The batter- 


ed oid Rocky Mountain mail coach ia 
now on the flier of the government 
building. This relic of the early days 
of mail carrying in the wtst, of Indian 
fights, captures ard recaptures and un- 
told scenes of thrillirg ard melodra- 
matic interest, is a veteran of exposi- 
tions as well as of the trails. As all 
who attended the great fairsinChicago 
and Paris probably have read from 
the cardboard inscription on the door, 
this coach has carried many famous 
people, including General Sherman 
and President Garfield. 
The coach 


used to carry mail between Fort Ellis 
and Helena, Montana. 
It was once 


captured by the Indians and held lor 
some time and recaptured again by 
Gen. O. 0. Howard. 


Just out of the beaten track is a 


part of the exposition that 
affords 


an interesting and striking contrast in 
the way of architectural effect to tha 
Rainbow City. One passes behind the 
government building, over a rustic 
bridge, and finds himself in the land 
of log cabins and Indian environment. 
First his eye meets a sod shanty; then 
as he passes along the unique street he 
sees cottages of varying • forms of 
crudity—some of hewn logs, carefully 
plastered; others made of small poles, 
the chinks filled with still smaller 
pieces. The long, low forestry build- 
ing presents an appearance of great 
solidity.

Labor-Saving Machinery. 


To the symposium on Industrial and 


Railroad Consolidations,which appears 
in the May number of the North 
American Review, F. B. Thurber con- 
tributes a paper in which he enlarges 
upon the part that perfected machinery 
has played in facilitating the cheap 
production of merchandise. Among 
other things, he says: "A thousand 
paper bags could formerly be made by 
hand in six hours and thirty minutes; 
they are now made in forty minutes 
with the aid of a machine. To rule 
ten reams of paper on both sides by 
hand required 4,800 hours; with a 
ruling machine the work is done in 
two hours and thirty minutes of one 
man's time. In shelling corn by hand 
sixty-six 
hours and forty minutes 


would be required to shell a quantity 
which can be handled by a machine in 
thirty-six minutes. 
A mowing ma- 


chine cuts seven times as much grass 
per hour as one man can cut with a 
scythe. These examples might be ex- 
tended indefinitely; but a more forceful 
illustration will be found by consider- 
ing the total horse-power applied to ma- 
chines in this country and calculating 
how many men it would require to do 
the same work. For such calculations 
the census figures of 1890 must be used. 
One horse-power is equivalent to the 
power of six men. Thus, if the work 
of 03,481 men in the flour mills of the 
United States is supplemented by the 
use of 752,365 horse-power, the power 
is equivalent to the work of 4,314,190 
additional men. That is, it does 
seventy-two times as much work as 
the employees."

They tell me that the professional sam- 
plers of tobacco take a week off every 
few months and never look at the 
weed nutil they return to duty. 
In 


that way they keep iu condition."— 
Washington Star. 


Tapioca. 


This elegant and delicate starch Is 


the product of a plant that is culti- 
vated very extensively in the Malay 
peninsula, where its culture is almost 
entirely Iu the hands of the Chinese. 
The tubers of the plant (Manlhot util- 
islma), which weigh on an average 
from 30 to 25 pounds, are first scraped 
and then carefully washed, after which 
they are reduced to a pulp by beiug 
passed between rollers. This pulp is 
carefully washed and shaken up with 
abundance of water until the felcula 
separates and passes through a very 
fine sieve into a tub placed beneath. 
The flour so obtained is repeatedly 
washed aud then placed on mats and 
bleached by exposure to the sun and 
air. 
It is finally converted into the 


pearl tapioca of commerce by being 
placed in a crude shaped frame cov- 
ered with canvas. It is slightly moist- 
ened and subjected to a rotary motion, 
by which means it is granulated. It is 
next dried in the sun and finally over 
the fire in an iron pan greased with 
vegetable tallow and is then ready for 
the market.
